DEVELOPMENT -OF THE PEOPLE'S AUTHORITIES 


Another draft proposal for a new organization af the town 
people's committee of Belgrade. was recently worked ‘out by the 
Commission of Experta in the Council for Legislation and the Build~ 
ing-up of the P-ople's Authority of the Government of the FPRY 
in collaboration with the Executive Committee of the People's 
Comittee of Belgrade. . 


According to this new admintstrative-territorial division, 

the People's Committee of Belgrade would administer the territory 

of seven wards which new exist but should be dissolved in future, 
Tre People's Committee of the Seventh Ward would become the People's 
Committee of Zemun, but would retain the same authority with regard 
‘to the Psople's Committee of Belgrade. The Nineth Ward (New Bel- 
grade) would no longer exist as 4 separate ward, becoming 4 part 

of the territory governed by the Piople's Committee af Zemun, 


The problem of people's committees of the suburbs of Belgrade 
represonts & separate question, as well as the areca called Pancevace 
ki Rit (Pancevo Mershea), now organized ag the People's Committee 
of the Tenth Werd, It was proposed that the People's Ovmmittees 
of Rakovica, Zeleznik and Zarkovo should be turned into municipal 
people s committees within the People's Committee of Belgrade, 

he competence and organization of those municipal people's commit- 
tees could, according to the Commission's stand, be defined by a 
‘Statute of the Town People's Committee provided that an approval is 
obtained beforchand from the Praesidium offthe Peuple's Assembly of 
PR Serbia, The People's Committee of B.izanija should also be annexed 
to the district of Zemun, As regards the Pancevo Marshes it is 
maintained that municipal people'r committees should be established 
at Kenjaca, Ovea, Borca and P::dinska Skela, In case that one would 
decide to establish a Digtrict People's: Committee of the Pancevo 
Marshes then it would be the question whether this might bearva 
negative effect upon the situation on the Belgrade market, 


In future the People's Committee would comprise counclls deal- 
ing.with: trade, public affairs, local economy, education and cul- 
ture, national health, social welfare and labour relations, finan- 
ce, housing and internal.affairs,. 
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Instead ef ward committees, offices dealing with public affairs, 
social welfare, registration and financiel affeirs should be 
opened, Avart from these offices, there would a general admini- 
station, L:gal adminietrative affairs, which have so far been 
under the competence of the ward committecs, would be handed over 
to the Council of the Town Pcople's Committee, Grtain citizens! 
councils stich as the Trusteeship Council would also function as. 
advisory bodies within these offices, As regerds the social 
welfare matters, applications: should be submitted to these offices 
which would alse have te collect necessary information and carry 
out investigations, while decisions should be taken by the Council 
of the People's Cemmittee, For this purpose speciel committees 
er ts ae else he eatablished to deal with various questions.

Honor Tracey's ‘reports on her impressions of Yugoslavia broadcast 
by the: BES. . 


“RY the world is interested in Yugoslavia. A great deal about 
her is published in newsvapers everywhere and broadcast all over 
the world. Our people frnllow with interest what is written about 
them. With some of it they agree, with some of it they disacree, 
That is natural, since the things vary. Often there is the usual - 
noncomprénension of the way in which we are moving towards socialism, 
of our general demecratic develonment, but the desire exists to 
‘reveal the truth about Yugoslavia. 


Nobody in Yugoslavia wants things to be made out to be better 
than they are. We want a truthful ‘and objective victure of our 
successes and difficulties to be given to veonle abroad. But there 
is a certain type of newsvaper article or broadcast which obviously 
does not seek to be a ee or objective. On the contrary, it is 
clear that fo. cerbaan valists a journey in Yugoslevia serves 
only as an excuse for ae those things about Yugoslavia which 
they had: imagined and written already before they ever crossed the 
frontier, before they so much as set eyes on the country. The 
broadcasts of Mrs. Honor Tracey are of this kind. (The first one 
was broadcast over the BBC on the 27th and reveated the 30th of 
October; the second, on the 3rd and repeated the 6th of November, ) 
And various western newspavers have had articles in a similar 
strain recently. 


It is quite symptomatic and cheracteristic that this small 
autumnal rash of anti-Yugoslav news items and articles should 
suddenly break out in certain western newspavers and in certsin 
broadcasts just before the UN Assembly in Paris. The coincidence 
is so striking that it cannot possibly be taken to be accidental, 
Everyone knows that the Yugoslav peovle expect to get sunport and 
assistance from this session of the UN because of the armed troons 
in Eastern Europe and the undisguised threats from Moscow. 


Our peovle know well thet in voreserving neace on their own 
borders they are preserving it in the danger svots of Eurone. And 
therefore it ‘is justly that they turn to the UN for hel» in their 
peace-loving poligy | and in their struggles to maintain their 
independence. 


In distorting the truth about Tiposway ine some fenrture-writers 
are so skilful that Moscow and the satellite voress quote them word 
for word with great gratitude. For example, in a broadcast on the 
23rd of August , Radio Moscow quoted an article by the Belgrade 
correspondent of the New York Times and the New York Herald Tribune 
on Yugoslav village life and "strikes" among the neasants. On 
the 3rd of November , Radio Budavest transmitted an account from 
the New York Heraic | Tribune on the "failure' of the Zagreb Peace 
Assembly. The official newsvaper of the CC of the Bulgarian 
Socialist Party, Rabotincesko Delo, in its issue of the Ath of 
October. quoted from the New York Herald Tribune and on the 24th 
of October from the New York Times. Pace nine of the issue of 
the New Times of the “29th of August carried quotations from an 
article in the New } York Times, and Skantea, the official vublica- 
tion of the CC of the Bulgarian Workers! Party, quoted an article 
from the New York Heraid Tribune in its edition of the 29th of 


August. &nd so on. 
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Certain Belgrade corresvonhdents of well-known western news- 
papers. could easily be drawing vay from Radio Moscow and the

The American radio-commentator, Henry Taylor, made e broad- | 
cast about Yugoslavia on the 13th of August.

This same article has now been voublished in the Reader's Digest 
in November. There ts nothing new in it, except that we can now 
read in English Moseow's old slanders, and thus the field of Soviet 
vropaganda is broadened.

It. is true that 
there is a difference’ in the articles as far as tone and argeumen- 
tation, but in essence they are the same. ‘They sveak very broadly 
about the economic difficulties in Yugoslavia but conceal the 
great amounts exvended for the army and related industry (with the 
exception of the Economist) and the dangerous happenings on the 
eastern borders of Yugoslavia. 


Other more developed but less agitated countries than ours 
have trouble with various economic difficulties (orice increases, 
shortage of goods and housing, foreign trade deficit end not to 
mention unemployment). This is more explicitly attested bv the 
revorts of the voliticians and statesmen in western countries. 
They explain them by the increased exnenses for rearmament and 
defense. No one in Yugoslavia thought of making sveculative 
volitical facts from these economic difficulties. 


With gigantic efforts, Yugoslavia is building socialism and 
seriously vreparing to defend her indevendence and freedom. Her 
temporary difficulties are of a different character, and no one 
is trying to conceal them. It would be naive and strange to think 
that the great task of building socialism in Yugoslavia would be 
achieved without any difficulties, This is very clear to our 
veople, But whenever Yugoslavia is mentioned - bv some strange 
logic ~ some newsmen forget that difficulties are unavoidable, 
and some individuals can hardly wait for them, in the same sense 
that a cold person looks to the sun. In case thereare not a 
sufficient number of difficulties - we think there are too many 
of them ~ then the newsmen fabricate them. More about this later.

of the people's authorities wis peinc considercde _ 


In its very first reports for the discucgion on the forthcoiie 
ing reorganisation of the local bodies, the Council for Legislation and the 
Building Up of the People's authority of the Governient of the Pepy, omphasised 
the principle of abolishing tovn people's cormittces not constituted in the 
district, oxcept in the case of the principal citics of ropublice and other 
large towns, ‘This point, perhaps more than any other in the ubove-=nientioned 
reports, called forth most frequently difforcnt reactions at nunerous meetings 
and conferences in citice and tovndes Tt appeared on the whole that the repre- 
sentatives of smaller towns, which wore constituted in the district or had. 
just recently become distinct from it, resolutely opposed this principlec.: 

Tn contrast to this, the representatives of diatricts overwhelaingly vclcomed 
this sugvostion, And it can be said that both sides were justified in what 
they did, and both gides spoke from vorgonal experience, 50, although their 
attitudes were different, both sides vere nevertheless tn the right. 


The majority of sm.ll tovms constituted in districts hove had 
rather unfortunate expericnees 4n relation to the leading role played by the 
district, that is to say the district people's committed. The ne jority of such 
tovns are neglected (this was, for instance, pointed out at 4 conference in 
Zagreb by representatives of the tomns of Kostajnica, Sanobor, etrinja, Krap- 
ina and others, and also by the ‘representatives of many smaller toms in PR

ts hag been goid above, in contrast to this the reproscntatives 
‘of district people's cormaltteer on the whole accepted the idea of the inclusion 
of all towns, cxcept the bicrest, within the constitution of the district. 
They did this ror pnderstandable reasons and advised it on the basis of their 
entire experience to date. In fict, the majority of towns divorced from dis-

They were of the opinion that this could eventually be achieved through an 
independent budget for corzmnal questions, a- budget which would be at the dis- 
posal of the town cormittee and which would be spent exclusively on the layout 
of the town and investnent within it. ne 


This was a point of view which would necessarily bring closer 
the general solution which in the <iven circumstances 4nd at the present de- 
gree of our development and construction of soelalism, seemed to be richt. 

The majority of towns which have heretofore been outside the constitution of 
the district, would now in specified cirounstances have to beaome a part of 
"the constitution of the district", but the others will be turned into muni-~ 
oipalities which are constituted within the district but retain full scelf- 
government. Only exceptionally were the biggest towns excluded from that con« 
stitution, : These are those towns around which, as powerful political, econaute 
and cultural centres the whole region and territory cravitates 


Obviously this is an assumption in principle on the future ve- 
lationship between the people's authorities in town and district, It does not 
‘elucidate the more conerete details of that relationship, This will be achieve 

ed by the passing of 2 law and by the passinc of statutes of the people's 
committees thenselves, which will be covriunfcated with specific particulars = 
political, cultural, economic, soelal-health and other ~ to each and every 
town and district. . Then it wll be possible to define more precisely in which 
matters the town corrittee should have >.ore independenceand be in direct con 
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tact with the republican goverment, ote. But this does ‘not exelude the possibility 
of pointing out certain points important for the understending of the necessity of. 
this sort of solution and, in general, certain questions in connection with this.

IT. IN OPPOSITION 10 SRMPFICED DIVISION OF TOvN FROM DISTRICT. 


It has not infrequently heretofore been pointed out that all these new 
neasures, for the inplenentation of which we have lon: been preparing, like the new 
planning and finenotal syste, and in common with this also the forthcoming: reorcanis~ 
ation of the people's cormiuttees, have far greater importance than at first glance 
appears, They are far from bein norely roorganisational without any fundamental 
changes which will crently affect our entire development tending to the further es- 
tablishnent of truly socialist relations in societye 


Hence this question of the relations of the authorities in town and 
district 1s in the lon: run roverned by the entire new role which the local bodies of 
the people's authority now have, especially ac regards their new relationship to 
econony, Only after the {nplenentation of all these new orranisational measures 
Will the path of further developnent for our villaves and towns be more olearly lala 
dowm as regards the local bodies of the people's authority, and only then will the 
contours of cotyiunal soclety be more clearly visible, The strengthening of the role 
of the plenum and the abolition of representative bourds intensifies the really 
representative character of the local bodies of authority, This deals 4 formidable 
blow at the bureauceratisation of these bodies, at the concentration of authority in 
the hands of o few members of .the executive committee, etc, Even heretofore the 
entire system of our people's authorities ensured the constant participation of the 
workin’ masses in the work and the control of their chosen representatives in the 
bodies of authority. A further contribution tc this will be mode by the erention of 
geounctls which will consist of citizens thenselves besides elected representatives, 
besides a good many others heretofore practised in trustworthy institutions (such as 
voters! assemblies, etce a . 


_ But the new role of the people's comittecs as regards economy and 
economie enterprises under their jurisdiction, especially creates new points in the 
entire future life and development of our towns and districts. In other words, for 
the very reason that the majority of our cnterprises were formerly directly under the 
control of the republican and federal authorities, and also because of the whole 
range of adrinistrativeeoperative manayenent in economic enterprises heretofore, the 
local bod#es of the people's authority were not concerned with the working of the 

‘enterprises under their jurisdiction. But by the chance in their role, it ceases to 
be 2 matter of indifference to the merbers of the working collective of those enter= 
prises how much their enterprise will contribute to the needs of their respective 
town, their communal and housine construction, etc. The working class, the workers 
themselves, will to a creater extent than heretofore participate in the work of the 
people's committecs, for the very reason that those vital questions relating to their 
oivic communal society will have to be solved with their assistance. To 4 far 
greater extent than previously will the leadin: role of the direct producers, who 

. manage their enterprises and who are now called upon to participate more ectively in 
the control and work of the local podics of their authorities, be felt, Obviously, 
such a tom cannot be separated fron tho district, cannot be wrapped up in itsolf 

like a coonon, This is impossible not only because it would cut into the political- 
ccononia unity of the district and its contre, but also because it would at the sane 
time endancer the leading role of the working class in the process of our socialist 
reconstruction. Hore at the sane tine are rooted fears of the towns' beconiny 
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“peasant-ified". Actual dancer of this mizht arise should the town itself cease 
to ficht against such tendencies, should it lose interest in questi:ns relatin: to 
the activities of its authorities responsible for the inprovenent.of town .cnd diss 
trict, in other words the district people's committee, should it again, in fact, 
allow - as has frequently happened bdéore ~ the district to deal with questions of 
"authority", and the town with preblems of production, eulture and sccial and 
health problens, (This, ofcourse, was not the case everywhere, but both in ten- 
deney and practiee it was fairly wldespread,) The settine up cf town committees 
within the framework of the district, the strencthenine of the political role of 
the working class in working with and assisting the authorities, the development of 
the tendency of town and district to develop as a single community, all this will 
contribute creatly to the elinination of such tendcneies and any such former 
practice. — oo

_ social-democrats, joined by some christian-demecrats, launched 
vin the Italian Parliament. a problemetical peacé campaign and. . 
formed a committee "for preservation of peace". At the the. 
head, of this group are deputies Giavi, social-democrat, Giuseppe 
Nitti, liberal and Donati, independent, who several: times handed 
to the Parliament similar. resolutions, Their resolution "on. 
. international co-operation and slackening of world's tension", 
‘submitted after DeGasperi's speech in Parliament following his 
return fron USA, was rejected by the Parliament, Some twenty 
-days later, when nothing was known.about their new action, 
Cominform organ Paese Sera with sounding words’ announcddtthat 
‘“the most important Parliamentary initiative against war and 
preservation of peace" began. Among some twenty deputies and 
senators, who signed a skillfully composed: appeal, there wea 
not a single deputy of the Italian Communist Party, nor Neni, 


Paese Sera , the only paper which announced this,obviously 
pushed too far, so that at the very beginning the fingers of the 
real originator of this action were disclosed. 


The reaction of political parties and groups to which 
these deputies and senators belong, has been fairly sharp, At 
the meeting of the Christian-Democrat party, the political 
Seeretary Gonela described this action as a manoeuvre of OP 
Italy and Moscow, who succeeded in misleading some deputies. 

He especially attacked the former editor of the Christian- 
Democrat organ Il Popolo, the deputy Igini Giordani as a striet 
follower and assistant of all actionsof CP Italy. The result 

of this meeting was that three Christian-Democrat deputies 
relinquished to support further the newly founded "Parliamentary 
Committee for the Defence of Peace'’, The Yecretary of the.

at finst, as expected, an effect of Limiting purchasing, ‘power ‘of our 
urban population, but simultancously it resulted also in a downward 
tendency of prices of agricultural products sold on free market,.At 
the same time, state stores reduced prices of certain foodstuff and 
industrial articles.
